DOLAN S DEATH. 


T h e M u rd e re r of Red Ray Barely 
Escapee Being Lynched. 


A D isappointed M ob. 
Died—At Hic Northern Pacific Sanita­ 
rium in this cit}’, on Monday morning, 
from the effects of a wound inflicted 
by one Sanford, Hugh Dolan, aged 24 
years. 
The incidents connected with the above 
announcement arc well known to our 
readers. 
Dolan was shot down in cow 
ardly manner by a sneak thief and m ur­ 
derer on Friday the 13th, but he linger­ 
ed along suffering untold agony until 
Monday night of this week, nine days 
from the time he was shot when he 
breathed his last. 
The remains were 
prepared for burial at Losey & Dean’s 
undertaking rooms and sent to Minneap­ 
olis on the noon train accompanied by 
Ins three brothers, the funeral taking 
plaee from Hic residence of his brother, 
A.-J Dolan, 8th avenue north-east and 
4th 
street, 
on 
Wednesday, 
Father 
O’Kcillj’ officiating. 
Hugh Dolan was born iii Boston Aug 
29th, 1*63, and came to Maple Grove iu 
1*60 with his father’s family, where he 
made his home until three years ago, 
since which time lie has lived in Minnc- 
upolia. 
He had been in Brainerd about 
three weeks previous to the fatal shoot­ 
ing. 
A NECKTIE BARTY SPOILED. 
The news of the death of Dolan spread 
over Hie city in a short time, and al­ 
though it was thought that the excite­ 
ment incident lo the shooting had died 
away, it was noticeable that among Do­ 
lan’s intimate friends the thirst for ven­ 
geance on the murderer was still rank­ 
ling in their breasts. 
It war* talked 
around on tho Precis in the afternoon 
that a party of eighty mill men and lum­ 
bermen from Gull River, seven miles 
west of Brainerd, aud who were inti­ 
mately acquainted w itU the deceased and 
his family, were to come to this city af­ 
ter night fall and lynch Red Ray, who 
was confined in the county jail. 
The ru ­ 
mor was discredited by the people here 
as the sentiment among the law abiding 
citizens was to let the law deal out ju s­ 
tice to the man, although tho scnUment 
prevailed that he deserved death. 
Nothing 
unusual 
had occurred up 
to ll o’clock, but many strangers were 
traveling up and down the sidewalk and 
a Dispatch scribe w is in informed that 
a crowd was congregating 
near the 
bridge, about Cd men haying arrived 
from Gull 
River. 
This surely incant 
something as the crowd was armed with 
rope, axes and the necessary implements 
to force an entrance to the jail if they 
were refused 
a d m :io n . 
At exactly 
twenty-five minutes to one o’clock the 
crowd, of whom probably a dozen of the 
leaders were masked, marched to the 
jail and in a determined tone they de- 
rnanded the surrender of Red Ray, the 
murderer. 
Deputy 
She rill Mattoon 
came to the door and informed the mob 
that he was not in the building and that 
he did not know where he was. 
This 
statcmentthe marked knights of the hemp 
did not believe, and they were allowed 
to search the jail from cellar to garret. 
The next building to be ransacked was 
the new city jail adjoining, and which is 
not finished. 
A box stood in the middle 
of the floor and as they could not get in 
immediately they began to send bullets 
through the box thinking the man was un­ 
der it. After battering in the door of this 
building with a bar of railroad iron they 
proceeder! to the court house and it in 
turn was gone through, but with no suc­ 
cess. 
When the mob emerged from this 
building they were mad and no mistake. 
Thinking that their much wanted vic­ 
tim might be in the old city jail on 5th 
street they proceeded there and broke it 
open liberating two prisoners, one O’Neil 
in for vagrancy, and the other one sup­ 
posed to be a partner of Red Ray’s, who 
was in for ninety days. 
The crowd then 
scattered and search w as made in various 
places throughout the city with no bet­ 
ter success, and at daylight they dis­ 
persed. 
Sheriff Mertz was informed in 
the afternoon that the jail would be vis­ 
ited that 
night, and he accordingly 
slipped out with his prisoner at dusk and 
took hint to St. Paul. 
How he got out 
without observation is a mystery to the 
crowd that wanted hun, as they claim 
they had watchers around the building 
all the afternoon. 
The ring leaders of 
the mob, who were from Gull River, de­ 
clared they would have “ Ray’’ no matter 
how long it took to accomplish the end.

the defense made by the priest. 
The un­ 
doubted result will be a great church 
sensation, especially in 
this diocese. 
Affidavits and documents are given out 
by Father Vaudry for the purpose of 
making it appear that the Polk county 
priests, who have hitherto been men­ 
tioned in the case, Father Carufel and 
Lawder, entered into a league with the 
woman in the case to “ dow n” Father 
Vaudry in "a great scandal,” the motive 
for which is set forth as revenge and 
jealousy on the part of the priests, and 
to extort money on the part of the wo­ 
man. 
There had been no legal steps 
taken, but the case stood where it was 
left pending trial in October; but the 
usual proceeding of making public test­ 
imony in advance seems to have result­ 
ed from a challenge publicly made by 
Fathers Carufel and Lawler, and the ac­ 
cused priest seems to have decided to 
boldly accept it, even at the risk of ex­ 
posing bis line of defense in tho main 
case. 


f a t h e r V a u d r y ’s p r e v io u s c a r e e r . 
In connection with the above, there 
bas been set berore the writer the lead­ 
ing events in a remarkable career for a 
man so young as Father Vaudry. 
It is 
a past to which only covert reference by 
enemies has far been made. 
The rever­ 
end father was raised to the priesthood 
at Baltimore in 1870. 
Some time after 
his ordination he withdrew from the dio­ 
cese of Chicago and went south where 
lie was very successful until the vicar 
general, in order to gratify an old grudge, 
attempted to have him removed from 
his parish on the ground that he per­ 
mitted round dances, consorted with 
Protestants and members of secret so­ 
cieties, and showed too much desire for 
the aesthetics by stocking his house with 
fine furniture. 
The archbishop being in 
Europe, a protest from Vaudry’s parish­ 
ioners was ineffectual, and he was forced 
out. 
About this time his lectures tended 
to Liberalism and attracted the atten­ 
tion of the leaders of the old Catholic 
movement in Europe and at the request 
of Father Hyacmthe he left for Paris. 
He was there intrusted with delicate 
missions to Switzcland, 
Scotland aud 
England, and for a time was the guest 
of the late archbishop of Canterbury, 
Mr. Tait. 
It was not long, however, be­ 
rore he found th at he could not consis­ 
tently adhere to the full creed of the 
Catholic church and occupy the pulpit 
of the great Carmelite. 
Besides, the 
pope, who had been informed that F a ­ 
ther Vaudry was not a fallen but a felled 
priest, did not consider Father Vaudry’s 
misstep as an act of formal apostacy, 
and was disposed to do him justice. 
The 
case was, therefore, appealed to his holi­ 
ness, who ruled out of court the num er­ 
ous slanders propagated throughout the 
country by the vicar general’s organ, 
and Father Vaudry was reinstated in the 
ranks of the secular clergy. 
His case 
was thoroughly sifted by Rome and the 
verdict was that he had only been guilty 
of a breach of discipline. 
His enemies, 


however, followed him to this diocese, 
and in8elf-defensehe appealed to Bishop 
Seidenbusb, who, after going over all 
the documents in the case, gave him a 
letter expressing confidence in him and 
stating bis case was riot one of apostacy 
to non-Catholicism, but of liberal Cath­ 
olicism and breach of discipline, with 
the greatly 
extenuating circumstances 
of despair, to which he was driven hy 
the unjust treatment he endured during 
the absence of his bishop. 
He preferred 
to throw aside his brilliant prospects in 
Europe rather than take up with non- 
Catholicism. 
From the time of his re­ 
turn, Bishop Seldenbush says his con­ 
duct has been irreproachable. 
Father 
Vaudry will fight his present trouble to 
the end and then return to Rome and e n ­ 
deavor to learn if the Holy Father has 
the power to afford, in the church, pro­ 
tection to his priests aud woikers.

It is an ace,'pl­ 
ed truism that as long as “clover will 
catch,” the farm ran soon be restored 
to paying fertility, and by a good ro 
tat ion is even getting more productive 
and profitable; for after some years o 
ach treatment the land will bear 
harder farming—-that is, two or tine, 
crops may succeed a good iron o 
clover before laying down to cfovei 
again. 
Rough, new land should b, 
subdued by t In* use of large clover 
Nothing so effectually rot-ou t st urn p- 
and kills weeds and sprouts, and pre 
pares the land tor the plow and goo,! 
paving crops. 
Wild, new landsshould always bac, 
it sown on tie* first grain crop put 
down. 
It saves a va t amount o 
labor for in a few years it so tami­ 
tie* ground and dear- it of enemies t< 
the plow t bat it w ork- like old ground 
and is good for full erops. One great

Remarkable Surgery. 


F ro m th e P h ila d e lp h ia I 'i-psh. 
An aneurism of t he popliteal artery 
was successfully treated by' Dr. I) 
Hayes Agnew at t lie University. 
Ben 
jamin Weinstock, the proprietor of a 
gentlemen’s furnishing store at 107 
North Ninth strict, had for mont hs 
suffered from what he took to be a 
tumor under the left knee joint. The 
excrescence continually grew until it 
became as large as one’s fist, and fiery 
painful. The pulsations of the vital 
fluid could be plainly distinguished by 
I placing the hand u (ion the bunch. Find­ 
ing no relief in the usual remedies, the 
patient consulted Dr. D Hayes Agnew, 
and by him was advised that he was 
j afflicted with an aneurism, which, if 
not immediately reduced, would be li­ 
able to produce sudden (leat Ii through 
bursting. An aneurism of the poplit­ 
eal artery is a dilatation of the large 
i artery' t hat lies directly under the fiend 
j of the knee. The dilatation of the 
; artery goes on, the tumor-like bunch 
growing until it is no longer able to 
withstand the pressure of the blood 
pumped from the heart, and a hem­ 
orrhage results fatally unless a physi­ 
cian is at hand to apply a tourniquet. 
There are several ways of treating 
an aneurism situated in one of the ex­ 
tremities. The old method was by an 
incision and trying of th,* artery, a 
somewhat dangerous operation, jeop- 
j ardizing the limb. 
Other surgeons 
I have applied the mechanical tourni­ 
quet, st upping the flow- of blood, and 
thus allowing the blood in the artery 
and tumor to stagnate and form a 
clot. 
But the mechanical tourniquet 
was found not to give the best results. 
Several years ago Dr. Agnew adopted 
the manual tourniquet, or pressure, 
and Weinstock was treated in this 
manner. The patient was placed un­ 
der the influence of morphia on Wed­ 
nesday morning and at 10:30 a in. 
t he operat ion was begun. 
Dr. Agnew 
had invited a number of students to 
lie present and assist him. The limb 
was - Dupped to prevent motion, and 
the students were instructed to take 
turn- at 
compressing the femoral 
artery with both thumbs just below 
the groin. Thus the .-upply of blood 
was -but oft from the main artery, 
and by degrees, a hit era! cireulat ion set 
up in Hic-mailer branch arteries. 
Be­ 
lie*, ed of til* pi*,'-sure from above the 
blood in i he sack st agitated, and at the 
end of fort y nineand a-half hours.or at 
12 o ’clock in on Friday, had formed a 
fibrous clot, entirely closing the pas­ 
sage and shutting off circulation bv 
the regular channel. The pressure was 
then discontinued and the limb band­ 
aged and secured at an elevation as a 
precaution.

Mr. E. G. Fowler prints in the 
Orange County Farmer the appended 
note of interest to self-int brailed vic­ 
tims of superfluous flesh -about t he 
experience of a reformed painter by 
trade.

He used no tea ,coffee or any stim u­ 
lants. 
For a few days, he found the 
reduced allowance left him hungry, 
but he soon got over it, when he re­ 
duced the quantity still less, eating 
lint little mon* than half as much as 
originally, in three m onths’ time he 
reduced his w eight to I Do pounds, a 
loss of to pounds, and in six months 
he dropped to 185. 
lf,*said his health 
became perfect under the new diet, 
which almost entirely excluded nni- 
j mal food, using b»*ef, mutton or poul­ 
try once or t wire a week. 
Fork and 
kind red abom inations were excluded 
entirely. 
At last accounts he was as 
well as ever and remained at about 


being hailed as the evidence of slicer 
by the well-meaning persecutor. 
Don’t tease the patient with qties- 
t ions about food or drink, hut present 
the proper quantity at suitable inter­ 
vals; and if one article i* found to he 
disagreeable, quiet ly sn bsf it ut ca not li­ 
er without remark. 
Don’t think, be­ 
cause the patient declines nourish­ 
ment, that it becomes less necessary 
to administer it. By quiet, firm, me­ 
thodical persistence in presenting food 
at stated periods, objections will be­ 
come feebler and cease, in self-defense. 
Solid food need not he insisted upon 
unless by special direction ol the phy­ 
sician, hut milk and beef tea should 
never he omit ted.

Sheriff Hertz Relatei I ii Experience. 


Peter Mertz tells the following story of 
his management in regard to the spiriting 
away of Sanford, the murderer of Dolan, 
to a Press reporter: 
“During Monday evening, about dusk, 
six wagon loads of men came into Brain­ 
erd from Gull River, where Dolan wag 
well known and well liked. 
They were 
quickly joined by a number of Brainerd 
citizens. 
I bad my suspicions aroused 
that something was in the wind during 
the afternoon, and felt sure that an at­ 
tempt would be made to lynch Sanford 
that night. 
I saw spotters on the cor­ 
ners of the street during the afternoon, 
and I became apprehensive that, do what 
I might, the mob would get away with 
me and take my prisoner. 
I concluded 
the easiest and surest way to save San­ 
ford from the lynchers was to spirit him 
away quietly if possible. 
I therefore 
awaited my chance anxiously, and flml- 
ly a feasible plan occurred to me. About 
10:30 o’clock Monday night I took ray 
prisoner with only handcuffs 
on I is 
wrists, out through the back yard of the 
jail to an old building which standi- a 
short distance back of the jail. 
We ar­ 
rived there without being observed, arid 
secreting ourselves within its walls, we 
awaited developments. 
About I o’clock 
that night a large mob appeared and all 
poured into the jail building. 
While the 
attention of the mob was thus averted, I 
hurried my prisoner out of the old house 
and we made for the woods, in the sub­ 
urbs of the town, as fast as our legs 
could carry us. 
We reached the shel­ 
tering timber without detection. 
San­ 
ford was frightened almost to death, and 
he frequently broke down and cried like 
a baby. 
I had made arrangements early 
in the afternoon to have a trusty man 
meet me with a carriage if I succeeded 
in getting away from the jail in safety, 
some distance south of Brainerd. 
The 
jail being in the northerly part of the 
town, I had to first go north till I struck 
the woods, then go around the town in 
an easterly direction; this led me through 
East Brainerd, around the lake and a 
large tamar&c swamp, before I reached 
the south part of town where my carriage 
awaited me. 
Our 
walk covered five 
miles or mors; we stumbled and waded 
through swamps and being very wet you 
can imagine our condition when we met 
the man waiting for us. W hile passing 
through Ea~t Brainerd, twice I heard a 
crowd approaching us, and on both oc­ 
casions I hurried my man back into the 
woods and made a detour about the 
points of danger. 
I found my team all 
ready and I at once took my prisoner to 
Ft. Ripley, took a train south bound and 
within a few- hours bad Sanford within 
as good a jail as there is in the state. 
Early Monday evening I had taken the 
prisoner before Judge Douglas for his 
preliminary examination. 
Ile waived 
exarniuation and was remanded to jail to 
await the action of the grand jury. 
I 
shall keep him where he now is till the 
court sits In our county in October.” 


SAMFORD 5 STATEMENT. 
“ William 8. Sanford was seen in the 
jail 
at 
St. 
Baul last evening. 
lie 
wore 
a black felt hat, 
blue double- 
breasted flannel shirt, dark pantaloons 
and vest. 
A week’s growth of beard 
covered bis ruddy face, and his red mus­ 
tache and hair plainly accounted for Die 
sobriquet “ Red Ray” by which be is 
known. 
He said: 
“ Yes I had a pretty narrow escape from 
lynching I suppose.

We staid in the house for 
half an hour or more, while the deputy 
sheriff 
was parleying with the mob, 
Then the sheriff took me by the hi nd 
and we started out in the darkness.

entered a timbered road asd walked 
en 
miles to a Ii-tie railway station, where 
we boarded the cars this morning an i I 
was brought here 
and locked up 
I 
didn t breath easy until I arrived in St. 
Baul. 
Now about the killing I will not 
talk. 
I have not had a fair .-how in the 
newspaper-* in that 
regard, 
l ’eoplc in 
Brainerd regard inc as a cold-blooded 
murderer, but I am not, 
I prefer to let 
that matter rest until my trial comes up 
I have ma le a statement to the sheriff 
which he has promised not to give away 
to the newspapers. 
I had only known 
Dolan two days. 
I arrived tn Brainerd 
from Minneapolis on Aug. ll, and the 
trouble occured on the 13th. 
It was not 
wholly my fault that the row began. 
I 
was born In Knoxville, Knox county. 
I 
enlisted in the One Hundred and Second 
Illinois volunteers when only fifteen years 
old. 
I am now about thirty-nine. 
Last 
winter I worked in Dowic county Texas 
for Haycn & Co. getting out railroad ties. 
I have worked in the woods in the winter 
tithe and as a raftsman in the summer for 
years. I received my name of “ Red Ray” 
on the river, because of my red hair and 
beard. 
I am accused of having stolen a 
watch from a minister in Duluth, but I 
never was in the place in my life. 
All I 
want is that justice be done me.”

Here is the mill. 
W hat a noisy, 
dusty place, and what a perfect maze 
of machinery and men flying hither 
and thither; but we w ill soon under­ 
stand this. 
W hen the wheat gets here 
it has in it oats, corn, rye and various 
weed seeds; besides, many harvesters 
bind with wire, and these bands are 
cut in small pieces by the threshers. 
All these foreign substances must be 
removed before grinding. 
For a long 
time the bits of wire baffled every en­ 
deavor to remove them; finally a bright 
man invented a machine which does it 
without missing a wire. 
This consists 
of an inclined sheet of zinc, under the 
lower edge of which is placed a row of 
magnets; over this tho wheat flows in 
a thin, golden stream; the magnets 
hold every wire, which the scraper 
pushes to one side.

FRENCH 
FABRICS. 


N ovel C om bination* o f C olorin g in th * L a­ 
test P roduct* o f F rench L oom s. 
Paris has been busy preparing a large 
variety of woolen fabrics, which, doubt­ 
less. w ill be brought out later at a 
much cheaper rate in England, losing, 
however, in their reproduction some 
of their original perfection both in the 
looms of Germany and of Great Britain. 
The new stuffs are characterized by 
brightness of tone and a novel and 
happy combination of coloring. 
The 
pontes, w h i c h erstwhile were few and 
f a r b e t w e e n , now flood the market, and 
nearly e v e r y woolen stuff has been ar­ 
ranged with them. 
There are a few 
h o r i z o n t a l stripes, and some c h e c k s , 
formed by interwoven or rope cords, 
b u t p e t i t e s carry the day by ten to one. 
P o n t e s , in connection with dress, con­ 
sist of horizontal stripes of a distinct 
kind from tin* ground, and of varying 
widths, set round the hem of the skirt, 
to I he depth of half a yard or more, 
sometimes placed in front, sometimes 
at I he sides, and now, in this season's 
goods, occasionally all 
around 
the 
skirt. 
Canvas is the dominant idea in all 
tho new woolens, only the varieties are 
so diverse, it would puzzle all but the 
caterers of fashion to decide why some 
of tile stuffs are considered canvas at 
all. 
They are thin and thick, some­ 
times iii diagonal lines, and sometimes 
brocaded, but their chief originality 
this season is the pontes. Some of them 
are open-work, like a particular sort of 
curtain muslin used to be; and this is 
divided bv stripes of irregular widths, 
either of ‘plush or velvet. 
Biscuit and 
tones of brown cam - all Ivofore them. 
When I was looking over these stuffs 
there appeared to be six tones of brown 
at Last to one of every other color. 
One great comfort is that skirts will 
he made up at the cost of but little 
trouble, and no expense for trimmings— 
a remark which applies to another class 
of materials with interwoven border­ 
ings, chiefly of cashmerian designs and 
colors. 
The 
canvases are generally 
f o r t y -eight inches in width, the pontes 
at leasf half a yard deep. 
I was par­ 
ticularly pleased with a coffee brown, 
having six rows of stripes, each of a 
different shade:dark brown, red, green, 
terra-cotta, blue, stone.

General News Condensed. 


The recent talk of war with Mexico 
has disclosed the strength of the Mexi­ 
can Navy. 
It consists of t wo iron gun­ 
boats, the Mexico and the Drmocrat- 
ica, each of 450 tons, two twenty- 
pounders, six officers and eighty men, 
eleven knots speed and 600 horse pow­ 
er; two BOO ton vessels, the Libert ad 
and the Independencia, each armed 
w it h t wo l wenty pounders and manned 
by six officers and eighty men, and 
one other small gunboat, the nam e of 
which is unknown. 


Now York city has a beautiful cus­ 
tom of remembering 
the destitute 
blind once a year. 
An appropriation 
of $20,000 is made annually for the 
purpose, and the money is distributed 
by the out door department of t lie 
charities commissioners. 
The distri­ 
bution is awaited with great interest 
by all who are entitled to share in the 
charity. 
It took place a few days ago 
and there were about live hundred re­ 
cipients, and m any interesting scenes 
occurred. 


During the last thirty years England 
lias changed from a population about 
halt agriculture and half manufactur­ 
ing to one in which manufacture is 
double of agricult ure, and we have no 
reason to suppose that the process of 
change i* yet ended. 
This change has 
been accompanied by an enormous 
increase in population, so that alto 
gether support has been found during 
this period in other ways than the till­ 
ing of the soil for a new population of 
8,500,000 souls. 


The 
foreign commerce of 
Great 
Britain continues to go from bud to 
worse, the official statistics showing a 
decrease of $10,750,000 in im ports 
and $3,400,000 in exports for the 
m onth of July as compared with 1885, 
although trade was considered very 
dull a year ago. 
The English export­ 
ers are finding it more and more diffi­ 
cult to hold distant markets against 
foreign com petition, 
and 
if ocean 
freights were not 
remarkably 
low' 
British manufacturers would find it 
still harder to dispose of their goods. 


Tennessee is having a brisk cam ­ 
paign-all of one family. 
The repub­ 
licans, feeling confident th at the dem­ 
ocrats would nom inate K. L. Taylor 
for governor, made an effort to head 
them oil by nominating his brother, 
A. A. Taylor. The democrats held 
their convention and stuck to their 
man. 
Bo the two brothers now stand 
opposing each other in what promisee 
to be a red hot contest, and to make 
m atters worse, some malicious mar­ 
plots who 
delight in mischief, are 
endeavoring to bring out the father of 
the two Taylors as a prohibition 
candidate tor governor. 


General Lucius Fairchilds, the new­ 
ly elected commander-in-chief of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, i* well 
known to the public, having served 
twice as Governor of W isconsin then 
as Consul General to Liverpool and 
Minister to Spain. 
His war record 
was made with the famous “Iron 
Brigade ’ 
as Colonel Commanding 
the Second \Y iseonsin inlantry, one 
of the oldest and best regiments in the 
army of the Potom ac. At Gettysburg, 
in the successful charge mad< the first 
day by the “ Iron Brigade” against 
Archer’s brigade, he lost an arm. 
lie 
was promoted brigadier general for 
meritorious service, but was elected 
secretary of state in W isconsin, and 
then entered on a sncessful career, fa­ 
miliar to the country. 


The London News, in a late article 
on the Indian wheat trade can scarce­ 
ly look forward to India glutting 
foreign markets with wheat if we take 
into consideration the special circum­ 
stances oi India. 
It will be seen from 
the figures quoted that with a full 
crop India i.- only able to export 
about one-seventh of her production, 
whereas the maximum yield of the 
I nited States in I S84-85 exceeded 
the home requirements for consump­ 
tion and seeding by about 75 
per 
cent. 
It is satisfactory to find that 
along with the increase in the cultiva­ 
tion of wheat in India the cultivation 
of other food crops has also been ex­ 
tended. 
But this alone suggests that 
the soil and clim ate of India are 
adapted for the production of many 
more products than the western states 
of America will yield, and there is 
therefore much 
less tem ptation in

In reading my comrades’ reminis­ 
cences concerning the greatest soldier 
of our century, I am amazed to think 
that the general ever had any timefor 
fighting. About 
three-fifths of his 
time, if one-half of tin? reminiscences 
are true, was passed in getting under 
arrest. 
I have not time to read many 
papers, but I learn from th<* few I do 
read that, not less than 1100 private 
soldiers, while on guard, arrested Gen. 
Grant, at 1100 widely remote places 
and 11,000 different times for smok­ 
ing iti the vinrimty of 11(K> powder 
magazines. These were all young sol­ 
diers, who knew far more about the 
etiquette oi powder magazine resorts 
than did the general. 
They did, he- 
oniree they say so themselves, and 
they ought to know. Then, on 350 
different occasions Gen. Grant, wear­ 
ing the blouse of a common soldier, 
wit h no insignia of rank, attem pted 
to pass 350 different picket lilies, m 
3o0 widely scattered places, and was 
prom ptly halted, and taught his busi­ 
ness by 350 young soldiers on guard 
for t he lirst time. 
No wonder the war lasted so long; 
the soldiers were kept so busily em­ 
ployed in halting General Grant, or 
taking his cigar away from him, or 
making him show his pass or give the 
countersign, that they had no time to 
tight the enemy. 
And the colonels! 
I)*-ar me. it does seem that there was 
hardly a colonel in t he volunteer ser 
vice who knew Grunt by sight. They 
were always rebuking him and threat­ 
ening him and swearing at him under 
the impression that he was a quarter­ 
master or a suttler. 
If 
all these 
stories we read are true, Grant cer­ 
tainly didn't. know much about mili* 
trry discipline. 
Somehow, I seem to have mreseq 
my chances. 
I helped Gen. Grant to 
suppress the rebellion, 
I was a pri­ 
vate gentleman in his army, but 1 
never arrested him because hecouldn’t 
show me a pass when he wanted to go 
through the lines. 
Such 
profound 
reverence I had for him that he might 
go through and take the lines xvith 
him if lie had sodesired. 
I never made 
him put out his cigar. 
He would have 
put me out, I trow, had I tn©d it. 
Had he wanted to blow up all the 
magazine# from Godey to Ilarj>er, I 
would gladly have lighted his cigar for 
him. 
Although he must have known 
that I was a private soldier and only 
18 
years 
young, 
yet 
he 
never 
a#ke<I my advice in regard to any 
important movement. 
He seemed 
somehow to get along without it. 
He 
never invited me to his tent and asked 
about my parents. 
W hy all the oth­ 
er soldiers in the 1 'nited States were 
thus honored and I left out, I cannot 
understand. 
I guess I couldn’t have 
lie**n much of a soldier. 
I never even 
arrested a colonel. 
I am glad now that I had no hand 
in this general persecution of Grant 
by Ins own soldiers. 
I am glad to 
think that when the 
other guards 
were arrest ing him and taking away 
hi* cigar. an«i chasing him out of mag­ 
azine* that I was hi* friend, and that 
he could come to my post when 1 was 
on guard, and go in and out all he 
pleased and smoke like a volcano and 
no questions asked. 
1 never stopped 
him. 
I think now that I was the only 
fi if’iid he had in all his army. 
One other remarkable fact connect­ 
ed 
with 
rny service under Grant. 
I knew him every time I saw him, 
through the distance that sepaiates 
a private soldier from his comman­ 
der. 
He was pointed out to me 
when 
I 
was 
a 
recruit, 
and 
f 
never forgot the grave, earnest, quiet 
fare. 
As I read over the reminiscences 
published by rny comrades. I 
am 
proud to think therewa# a time when 
I was the only soldier in the Union 
army who knew General Grant by 
sight. This *light acquaintance, how­ 
ever 
never ripened into 
intimacy 
which, by a singular paradox, s»em# 
to have existed between the general 
and the soldiers and officer* who did 
not know him by *ight.

The following is the origin o fth e 
much abused expression 
“To the vic­ 
tor belong th*1 *poils:” H ie 
lion. 
William h. Marcy, one of the ablest 
and purest men who ever adore**d the 
senate of the United St ate*.re p re s e n t­ 
ed this Mate during a portion of Gen. 
Jackson’s tir*t term. 
In 1831 Presi­ 
dent Jackson sent Martin Van Buren 
as minister to England. 
When con­ 
gress convened the nomination was 
forwarded to the s e n a te fort he* ontir- 
mntion. 
A longnreliminary tight end­ 
ing in tw odays debate,ensued, result­ 
ing in rejection. Clay, W e b ste r and 
Havne were among the senators who 
spoke against, conlirmat ion.and M a ivy 
for. The famous expression fell from 
Man y ’s lips during this debate in the 
following passage: 
I know, sir, it is the habit of some 
gentlemen to sp e a k with censure or 
rtproaeh of the politics of New York. 
Like other states, we have contests, 
and, a* a necessary consequence, tri­ 
umphs and defeats. * * * 
It may 
be. *ir, that the politicians of New 
York are not so fastidious a s some 
gentlemen are as to disclosing the 
principles on which they act. 
They 
boldly 
preach what they practice. 
When they are contending for victory, 
they vow their intention of enjoying 
the fruits of it. 
If they are defeated, 
they expect to retire from office; if 
they are succe*sfnl, they claim, a* a 
m atter of right, the advantages of suc­ 
cess. They >ee nothing wrong in the 
rule that to the victor belong the 
spoils of t lie enemy. 
Thus originated one of the most 
famous expressions used in American 
politics. 


Five years and $5,(KM),000 have 
gone, writes a Washington correspond­ 
ent to the New York Sun, and not 
one half of the tenth census is yet 
printed.

there is a source 
of consolation in the fact that many 
ot her count ries are under similar cli­ 
matic condit ions. 
Aside from these 
seasonable changes, how ever,t here are 
others which conic without apparent 
reason or t finely warning. 'To many 
these form a cause of serious com­ 
plaint against a sect ion of country; 
but without just cans**, for it is well 
known that changes of this kind are 
hurt fttl milv to t h«* careless and im ­ 
prudent. 
( >n i be whole, we have as 
lit11** to complain of in th** m atter ol 
clim ate as perhaps any other country 
on theglobe.

lip a lemon, peel and pulp, in thin 
slices, and boil it in a pint and a half 
of water until it is reduced to half a 
pint. Strain through a linen cloth, 
squeezing the remains of the boiled 
lemon, and set it aside until cold. 
The entire liquid is taken fasting. 


My Remedy for Indigestion. 
I had 
dyspepsia so bad that I lost 25 lbs. in 
about three months. Take rennet, as 
prepared for making cheese, cut off a 
piece of the dried t wo inches square, or 
about that, and soak it in a gill of 
water with 1-2 teaspoonful of salt. 
Soak it half an hour lief ore meal; and 
drink it off. ten minutes after eating. 
Eat meals regular; nothing between 
meals, and not too full meals, it is a 
lack of gastric juice, and tin* rennet 
acts as a substitute.

B uckwheat 
for IIorsk

Buck wheat has nearly the same chem­ 
ical character as oats, and should 
therefore be a good feed for horses. In 
some places where good horses ar* 
very common, as in Eastern Pennsyl­ 
vania, the usual hors** f«***d is equal 
parts of com , rye and buckwheat tine 
ly ground together. The writer ha*-f«*d 
a good deal of buckwheat the past few 
m onths to a saddle horse, and it ha- 
kept in excellent condition and has 
gone in one week lH,j miles, doing A2 
miles in 14 hours the last day, with­ 
out much loss of flesh and no evidence 
of fatigue. 
At its common market 
price it is about twice tin* value of 
oats, weighing 50 pounds the bushel, 
against 32 or less for oats. 


The W isconsin Experiment Station 
reports bran from the roller-milling 
process to l*e richer in th** valuable 
protein than that from the old pro­ 
cess, about 17.0 j*er cent in the form­ 
er against 1 4.H jK*r cent in the latter; 
but it is correspondingly poorer in 
; starchy m atters, or nitrogen-free ex­ 
tra**!, there being about 01.5 jx_*r cent 
in the one, against 00.1 
|x*r cent in 
the other. 
Wince the starchy m atter- 
are sufficiently abundant in the hay, 
roots and other crude fodders pro­ 
duced on the farm, while protein, or 
the albuminoids is the most valuable 
constituent, as a general thing, of pur­ 
chase*! feeding stuffs, this difference in 
favor of the new-process bran is im ­ 
portant to farmers. 
It is state*! that 
their experience with it in feeding has 
been favorable.

Clover the Great Restorer.

In many sections of the country 
clover has long been considered tht 
king of green manures—the great re-( 
storer of fertility on over-cropped 
worn out 
lands. 
An Ohio farmei 
avers that hundreds of farms and lit 
might truly have said thousands and 
myriads 
that were about worthless 
have been rescued from dilapidation 
and ruin by elov**ring. It is an accept­ 
ed truism that as long as “clover will 
catch,” the farm can soon lie restored 
to paying fertility, and by a good ro 
tat ion is even getting more productive 
and profitable; for after some years o 
ueh treatm ent the land will bear 
harder farming—that is, two or three 
crops may succeed a good * rop o 
clover before laying down to cfovei 
again. 
Rough, new laud should be 
subdued by t he us** of large clover 
Nothing so effectually rots out stum p- 
and kills weeds and sprouts, and pre 
pares t be land for the plow and good 
paying crops. 
\\ iI<i, new lands should always lutv* 
it sown on t he first grain crop put 
down. 
It saves a vast amount 
o' 
labor for in a few years it so tame- 
t be ground and clears it of enemies t< 
the plow that it works like old ground 
and is good for full crops. On** great 
error is often fallen into, and that is 
following the old tradition 
that a 
bushel of clover seed will do for eight 
acres. That may have been enough 
to clover land partially when it win? 
uevv, but whoever aims at getting up 
bis land in a speedy and profit abb 
way should sow a bushel on fout 
acres, so that his land may be thor­ 
oughly shaded.

Mr. E. G. Fowler prints in the 
Orange County Farmer the appended 
note of interest to self-inthralled vic­ 
tims of superfluous flesh —about t he 
experience of a reformed painter by 
trade.

Rem arkable Surgery. 


From the Philadelphia Press. 
An aneurism of the popliteal artery 
was successfully treated by Dr. I) 
Hayes Agnew at the University. 
Ben 
jatnin W einstock, the proprietor of a 
gentlemen’s furnishing store at 107 
North Ninth street, had for months 
suffered from what he took to be a 
tumor under the left knee joint. 
The 
excrescence continually grew until it 
became as large as one’s fist, and fiery 
painful. 
The pulsat ions of the vital 
fluid could by plainly distinguished by 
placing the hand upont he bunch. Find­ 
ing no relief in the usual remedies, the 
patient consulted Dr. I). Hayes Agnew, 
and by him was advised that h** was 
afflicted with an aneurism, which, it 
not immediately reduced, would b*? li­ 
able to produce sudden death through 
bursting. 
An aneurism of the poplit­ 
eal artery is a dilatation of the large 
artery that lies directly under the l*end 
of the knee. The dilatation of the 
artery goes on, the tumor-like buneh 
growing unt il it is no longer able to 
withstand the pressure of the blood 
pumped from th** heart, and a hem­ 
orrhage results fatally unless a physi­ 
cian is at hand to apply a tourniquet. 
There are several ways of treating 
an aneurism situate*! in one of t he ex­ 
tremities. The old method was by an 
incision and trying of the artery, a 
somewhat dangerous operat ion, jeop­ 
ardizing the limb. 
Other surgeons 
have applied the mechanical tourni­ 
quet, stopping the flow of blood, and 
thus allowing the blood in the artery 
and tumor to stagnate and form a 
clot. 
But the mechanical tourniquet 
w as found not to give the best result s. 
Several years ago Dr. Agnew adopted 
the manual tourniquet, or pressure, 
nnd Weinstock was treats*! in this 
manner. The patient- was placed un­ 
der the influence of morphia on W ed- 
nesday morning and at 10:30 a. in. 
the operation wan begun. 
Dr. Agnew 
had invited a number of students t o 
h*- present and assist him. 'The limb 
was strapped to prevent m otion, and 
the students were instructed to take 
turns at 
compressing the femoral 
artery with both thumbs just below 
the groin. Thus the supply of blood 
was shut off from tlu* main artery, 
and by degrees, a lateral circulat ion set, 
up in t he smaller branch arteries. 
Re­ 
lieved of the pressure from above the 
blood in t lie sack stagnated, and at the 
end of fort y nine and a-ha If hou rs.or at 
12 o c1«m k in. on Friday, had formed a 
fibrous **lot, entirely closing the pas­ 
sage and shut ting off circulation by 
tb* regular channel. The pressure was 
then discontitilled and the limb band­ 
aged and secured at an elevat ion as a 
precaution. 
During the 
[e-rind 
em­ 
braced by tbecompression fif»*?*•!» medi­ 
cal student took turns at the work, 
holding the artery from fifteen min 
utes to an hour and a quarter each. 
Throughout this 1 ime the patient was 
k< pt under t be influenee of t h** opiate 
for the operation is extremely painful, 
in fact unbearable, the constant pres­ 
sure on the large artery producing e x -; 
eructating agony where the benign in­ 
fluences of morphia are not employ­ 
ed. 
Weinstock is doing well and will be 
discharged cured in a few days. 
In 
time tin* hunch, which now feels like a 
fibrous mass, w ill l*e alm ost wholly 
absorbed and 
will 
disapj*ear.

Agnew was assisted by Dr. J. W. 
White and Resident 
Surgeon W

The workmen employed by the North­ 
ern Pacific raad have completed new 
yards 
at Duluth, 
w hich contain six 
miles of additional track. 


One of the late-t M innesota factories 
is the furniture factory at Detroit. 
It 
employs 2<* men and is one of the most 
complete in the country. 


The new N. P. shops at Brainerd are 
about completed and the machinery is 
being placed in position 
It is expected 
that the machinists now working in the 
shops in this city w ill be returned to 
Brainerd and the vacancies here be filled 
with St. Paul machinists. 


Out of the 64 men sent to the Timber-

Peter Mertz tells the follow ing story of 
his management in regard to the spiriting 
away of Sanford, the murderer of Dolan, 
to a Press reporter: 
“During Monday evening, about dusk, 
six wagon loads of men came into Brain­ 
erd from Gull River, where Dolan was 
well known and w ell liked. 
They were 
quickly joined by a number of Brainerd 
citizens. 
I had iny suspicions aroused 
that something was in the wind during 
the afternoon, aud felt sure that an at­ 
tempt would be made to lynch Sanford 
that night. 
I saw spotters on the cor­ 
ners of the street during the afternoon, 
and I became apprehensive that, do what 
I might, the mob would get away with 
me and take my prisoner. 
I concluded 
the easiest and surest way to save San­ 
ford from the lynchers was to spirit him 
away quietly if possible. 
I therefore 
aw aited my chance anxiously, and final­ 
ly a feasible plan occurred to me. About 
10:30o’clock Monday night I took r.iy 
prisoner with only handcuffs 
on ! is 
wrist*, out through the hack yard of the 
jail to an old building which stand;- a 
short distance hack of the jail. 
W e ar­ 
rived there without being observed, and 
secreting ourselves within its walls, we 
awaited developments. 
About 1 o’clock 
that night a large mob appeared and all 
poured into the jail building. 
W hile the 
attention of the mob was thus averted, I 
hurried my prisoner out of the old house 
and wc made for the woods, in the sub­ 
urbs of the town, as fast as our legs 
could carry us. 
Wc reached the shel­ 
tering timber without detection. 
San­ 
ford was frightened almost to death, and 
he frequently broke down and cried like 
a baby. 
I had made arrangements early 
in the afternoon to have a trusty man 
meet me with a carriage if I succeeded 
in getting away from the jail in safety, 
some distance south of Brainerd. 
The 
jail being in the northerly part of the 
town, I had to first go north till I struck 
the woods, then go around the town in 
an easterly direction; this led me through 
East Brainerd, around the lake and a 
large tamarac swamp, before I reached 
the south part of town where my carriage 
awaited me. 
Our 
walk covered five 
miles or mors; we stumbled and waded 
through swamps and being very wet you 
can imagine our condition when we met 
the man waiting for us. 
W hile passing 
through Ea:-t Brainerd, twice I heard a 
crowd approaching us, and on both oc­ 
casions 1 hurried my man back into the 
woods and made a detour about the 
points of danger. 
I found my team all 
ready and I at once took my prisoner to 
Ft Ripley, took a train south bound and 
within a few hours had Hanford within 
as good a jail as there is in the state. 
Early Monday evening I had taken the 
prisoner before Judge Douglas for his 
preliminary examination. 
He waived 
examination and was remanded to jail to 
await the action of the grand jury. 
I 
shall keep him where he now is till the 
court sits In our county in October.” 
SAM FORD’S STATEMENT 
“ W illiam S. Hanford was seen in the 
jail 
at 
81. 
I’aul last 
evening. 
He 
wore 
a black felt hat, 
blue double- 
breasted flannel shirt, dark pantaloons 
and vest. 
A week’s growth of beard 
covered his ruddy face, and his red mus­ 
tache and hair plainly accounted for the 
sobriquet “ Red Ray” by which he is 
known. 
He said:

low er edge of which is placed a row of 
m agnets; over this tho wheat flows in 
a thin, golden stream; the m agnets 
hold every wire, 
which the scrajMir 
pushes to one side. 
After this the 
wheat goes to the oat separator, 
a 
large cylinder in the inner surface of 
which are pressed dents just large 
enough to hold a grain of wheat, but 
not of sufficient size to allow of the en­ 
trance of oats or corn. The wheat runs 
into this cylinder, drops into these hol­ 
lows, and is carried up one side as the 
cylinder revolves. 
A brush is placed 
part way up the side, just touching tho 
cylinder; this catches the oats and corn, 
but tin* wheat grains being in the cav­ 
ities pass on, while the oats drop to the 
bottom. 
As soon as the wheat reaches 
a given point it falls on a series of 
iieves like those of a fanning mill. The 
cockle separator is the same in princi­ 
ple as the oat machine, the difir ••nee 
being the cockle seed are »raalh*r than 
the wheat, and the dents are made of 
corresponding size; thus the w hc;it can 
not fall into the dents.

I have not had a fair show in the 
newspapers in that

People in 
Brainerd regard me as a cold-blooded 
murderer, but I am not, 
I prefer to let 
that matter rest until my trial comes up 
I have made a statement to the sheriff 
wnicli he has promised not to give away 
to the newspapers. 
1 had only known 
Dolan two days. 
I arrived tn Brainerd 
from Minneapolis on Aug. 11, and the 
trouble occured on the 13th. 
It was not 
wholly my fault that the row began. 
I 
was born in Knoxville, Knox county. 
I 
enlisted in the One Hundred and Second 
Illinois volunteers when only fifteen years 
old. 
I am now about thirtv-ninc. 
Last 
winter I worked in Dowic county Texas 
for Hayen & Co. getting out railroad ties. 
I have worked in the woods in the winter 
tiifie and as a raftsman in the summer for 
years. I received my name of “ Red Ray” 
on the river, because of my red hair and 
beard. 
I am accused of having stolen a 
watch from a minister in Duluth, but 1 
never was in the place in my life. 
A ll I 
want is that justice be done me.”

F ABRICS. 


N ovel C om bination* o f C olorin g In th e L a­ 
te st rrod n rtfl o f F ren ch L oom s. 
Paris has been busy preparing a large 
variety of woolen fabrics, which, doubt­ 
less, w ill be brought out later at a 
much cheaper rate in England, losing, 
however, in their reproduction some 
of their original perfection both in the 
looms of Germany and of Great Britain. 
The new stuff's are characterized by 
brightness of tone and a novel and 
happy combination of coloring. 
The 
p.-ntes, ' i.it h erstwhile were few and 
far between, now flood the market, and 
nearly every woolen stuff has been ar- 
rar.ged with them. 
There are a few 
horizontal stripes, and some checks, 
formed by interwoven or rope cords, 
hut |>cntcs carry the day by ten to one. 
Pentes, in connection with dress, con­ 
sist of horizontal stripes of a distinct 
kind from the ground, and of varying 
v. idth-. set round the hem of the skirt, 
to the depth of half a yard or more, 
sometimes placed in front, sometimes 
at the sides, and now, in this season’s 
e-oods, occasionally all 
around 
the 
skirt. 
Canvas is the dominant idea in all 
the new woolens, only the varieties are 
so diverse, it would puzzle all hut the 
caterers of fashion to decide why some 
of tf?e stuff's are considered canvas at 
all. 
They are thin and thick, some­ 
times in diagonal lines, and sometimes 
brocaded, but their chief originality 
this season is the pentes. Home of them 
are open-work, like a particular sort of 
curtain muslin used to bo; and this is 
divided by stripes of irregular widths, 
either of plush or velvet. 
Biscuit and 
tones of brown cam - all before them. 
When I was looking over these stuffs 
there appeared to be >ix tones of brown 
at least to one of every other color. 
Oik* great comfort is that skirts will 
he made up at the cost of but little 
trouble, and no expense for trimmings— 
a remark w hich applies to another class 
of materials with interwoven border­ 
ing/. chiefly of eashmerian designs and 
colors. 
The 
canvases are generally 
forty-eight inches in width, the pentes 
at feast* half a varri deep. 
1 w as par­ 
ticularly pleased with a coffee brown, 
having six rows of stripes, each of a 
different shade;dark brown, red, green, 
terra-entta, 
blue, 
stone.
